Rev. Berrigan Frustrated 
In Attempt To Visit Rice

The Rev. Daniel Berrigan said 


he was given a runaround and 
finally denied entry to the 
Nebraska Penal Complex 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Berrigan, known for his 


resistance to the military draft, 
went to the prison to visit David 
Rice, one of two men convicted 
of first degree murder in the 
suitcase bombing death of an 
Omaha policeman. 


"They concocted a whole set 


of rules for this occasion and 
they can't even keep their story 
straight,'' Berrigan said during a 
press conference outside- the 
prison. 
. Berrigan 'waited at the 
penitentiary's front gate • from 
'1:30 to about 4 p.m. before he 
left to catch a plane. 


Berrigan safd he wanted to 


have a "friendship visit" with 
Rice. He said he has been cor- 
responding with Rice for about 
two years. The correspondence 
began through mutual acquain- 
tances, he said. 


Berrigan spent two years in 


prison after he was convicted of 
burning draft records in 
Catonsville, Md. in 1968. 


Mrs. Ver» Rice, David's 


mother, said efforts to get 
Berrigan, a Catholic priest, in to 
see~Rice began Friday. She said 
she called Corrections Director 
Joseph Vitek and was told that 
she should mail a written letter 
to the penal complex requesting 
the visit. 


Mrs. Rice said she complied 


with that request and mailed the 
tetter Saturday. Monday, she 
said, she and other people tried 
to call Vitek "all day" to make 
sure the meeting was sef up, but 
was toM Vitek was out. 


She said she tried io call him 


at home, but learned Vitek has 
an unlisted phone number. She 
said she called Norm Otto, Gov. 
J-. James Eton's assistant, to get 
the number. That attempt also 
was fruitless, she said. Otto told 
her he didnlt have the number. 


Tuesday, she said, she tried to 


contact acting warden Robert 
Parrot, but was told he was out 
looking at recently-purchased 
penal complex land and could 
not be reached by phone. 


When Berrigan arrived at the 


prison, he said, he was told that 
he .could not visit Rice because 
he was not Rice's minister. 


He said that as time passed a 


variety of other excuses were 


offered, for example, that there 
was no one at the complex who 
could make the decision to give 
him entrance. 


Later, he said, acting deputy 


warden David Watson said that 
he had the authority to make 
that decision, but refused to give 
Berrigan entrance. 


Berrigan said he was surprised 


at an Associated Press report 
quoting a prison spokesman as 
saying he was denied entrance 
because he was a convicted 


' .felon. That reason was never 


given to him, Berrigan said. 


Berrigan said that U.S. 


District Judge Warren K. Ur- 
bom's overturning Rice's first 
degree murder conviction and 
later refusing to release Rice on 
bail are "inconsistent" 
decisions. 


Berrigan said he believes Rice 


was railroaded into prison and 
remains there because "he's 
politically alive and has not been 
turned into a zombie." 


At the time of the suitcase 


bombing of policeman Larry 
Minard in 1970 Rice was 
minister of information of the 
National Committee To Combat 
Facism. 


Berrigan spoke Monday night 


at Creighton Prep in Omaha. 


Challengers 
Raising Less 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Incumbent officeholders 


are raising three times as much money as their 
challengers this year, but total contributions to con- 
gressional candidates are lower than in 1972, Com- 
mon Cause reported Tuesday. 


The citizens' lobby also said it found that such 


special interest groups as labor unions and business 
organizations were playing a much larger financial 
rote than they did two years ago. 


In a study of candidates' campaign spending 


reports, Common Cause said that Democratic can- 
didates for contested seats — including incumbents 
and non-incumbents — had received more than $22 
million by Sept. 1. Their Republican opponents had 
been given slightly more than $16 million. That was 
a reversal of the 1972 pattern, when Republicans 
led Democrats. 


The organization said the change was an effect of 


Watergate. 


"The figures demonstrate the Republicans were 


seriously hurt by Watergate when it comes to fund 
raising," said Fred Wertheimer, Common Cause's 
legislative director. 


But the organization also said Republican con- 


gressmen were being given twice as much as their 
Democratic challengers and GOP senators were 
receiving an average of three times as much as 
their opposition. 


Republican challengers, however, were 


averaging less than one-quarter of the con- 
tributions raised by Democratic officeholders and 
in key races, where no incumbent was running, 
Democrats were substantially _ outdrawing 
Republicans in both houses. 


A Democratic National Committee staff member 


said recently that if Democratic challengers 
received as much money as their Republican in- 
cumbent opponents, the Democrats would gain 60 
or 70 seats in the House. 


Wertheimer said total funding up to Sept. 1 was 


$40 million, with $24 million going to incumbents, 
$8 million to challengers, and $8 million to can- 
didates where no incumbent was running. 


In 1972, incumbents outdrew challengers two-to- 


one. 


"It would appear at this stage that contributions 


to 1974 congressional candidates are substantially 
lower than they were in 1972," he said at a news 
conference. 


Common Cause's study found that 80 per cent of 


die money contributed by the special interest 
groups was going to incumbents, up from 66 per 
cent two years ago. 


The groups have given federal candidates $5.5 


million, holding an additional $14 million for possi- 
ble future donations. Democrats have received $3.9 
million from the groups, and Republicans $1.6 
million. 


"Special interest groups focus all their money on 


incumbents because they hold power," 
Wertheimer said. "Challengers just don't get the 
money they need." 


"The danger is obvious: it .eliminates com- 


petitive elections," he said. 


Three incumbents were among the top four fund 


raisers running for Senate seats. 


Sen. Alan Craston, D-Calif., has received $890,898 


for what is considered ah easy race; Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., $875,649, and Sen. Richard 
Schweiker, R-Pa., $614,440. John Glenn, a 
Democrat running for Senate from Ohio, has 
received $803,661.

State Leasing Procedures 
Need Tightening—Senators

A legislative subcommittee 


probing alleged political pay-offs 
generally agreed Tuesday that 
state laws governing leasing 
procedures for state office space 
need to be tightened. 


The subcommittee also agreed 


that the Jado Co. of Omaha had 
negotiated a lucrative lease with 
the State Labor Department for 
office space in a questionable, 
but not illegal, manner. 


On the question of favoritism, 


senators still were left with un- 
answered questions. 


No Conclusions 


Three of the four senators said 


they could not draw any con- 
clusions on whether Gov. J. 
James Exon had shown any 
favoritism in signing the 15-year 
lease with Democrat ally James 
Jackson, a partner in Jado. 


The subcommittee chairman, 


Sen. Robert Clark, said dis- 
crepancies in testimony and the 
procedures followed in leasing 
the building led him to conclude 
favoritism was involved. Clark 
called the lease "highly 
irregular." 


Technical questions on the 


legality of the tease, which costs 
the state $113,488 per year, were 
forwarded by the subcommittee 
to Atty. Gen. Clarence A. H. 
Meyer. 


Renegotiation? 


The result might be that the 


state could be forced to 
renegotiate the lease. 


Subcommittee counsel Einar 


Viren said the building and 


grounds are owned by Jackson 
and Richard Donnermeyer, 
while the state's lease is with 
Jado, their partnership. 


Technically, Viren said the 


state has a lease with a company 
that does not own anything. 
However, he said the discrepan- 
cy was "an innocent thing" 
which can occur when a firm has 
no lawyer to check documents. 


Exactly what the subcom- 


mittee will propose to tighten up 
leasing procedures is unclear. 
Suggestions include some means 
of requiring the state to consider 
a number of proposals, not just 
one as in the Jado case. 


'Too Much Leeway' 


Clark said, "We've got to get 


more specific. Currently there's 
too 
much 
leeway 
in 


negotiations." 


The subcommittee agreed to 


prepare a formal report for sub- 
mission to the Budget Com- 
mittee. 


Viren said uniform procedures 


and a means of determining 
what is a fair lease are needed. 


• Jado's lease, he said, is "a 
glaring example of what is a 
rather high-priced lease, com- 
pared to what private industry 
could have negotiated." 


Testimony Conflicts 


Viren also noted there were 


several instances of conflicting 
testimony. He said the most 
notable occurred; when Exon 
testified it was not until July 26, 
1971, that he considered the 
lease. Gus Lieske, former direc- 
tor of administrative services, 
Tuesday said he discussed the 


lease on July 14, at Camp 
Ashland with Exon and Labor 
Commissioner Gerald Chizek. 
Lieske said he objected to the 
lease on the grounds it was too 
expensive. 


Viren said by mentioning the 


conflicts in testimony he was not 
alluding to perjury. 


Committee members also 


questioned how it was deter- 
mined the lease was a good deal 
for the state, since Jackson 
supplied two other building 
proposals for comparison. 


Sen. Shirley Marsh said, 'It 


seems Mr. Jackson was the only 
one who put out any effort." 


Proposals Unchecked 


She said Karl Kost, the state's 


negotiator, did not check 
Jackson's proposals to see if they 
were comparable and just sent 
them to the federal government 
for approval. 


Viren said the first fallacy is 


that nothing comparable was 
used. The other building 
proposals involved larger lots 
and more expensive construc- 
tion, he said. 


On the financial backing of the •• 


project, Viren said when the 
lease expires Jado will have 
"done nothing" and "yet -will 
have $200,000 to $300,000 in'un- 
used loan money, with interest, 
a building "worth something" 
and $1 million "cash in their 
pockets." 


Viren said the transaction was 


not illegal, but was un- 
conscionable.

Cost Of Living Up 12.1% In Year 


Washington (UPD — Rising 


prices in everything bom food 
and clothing to -haircuts and 
sboeslunes boosted the cost of 
living in September to its highest 
annual rate since 1947, the Labor 
Department reported Tuesday. 


At the same time, the monthly 


report said, the average wage- 
earner had 9.2% less spendable 
income this September than he 
did a year ago because of the im- 
pact of inflation and higher 
payroll deductions. 


The September 
figures 


showed that the Consumer Price 
Index — the best pocketbook 
yardstick of inflation — rose 
1.2% for the month on a 
seasonally-adjusted basis and 
12.3% for the 12-month period, 
an annual rate unequalled in 27 
years. 


AFL-CIO President George 


Meany said the report showed 
that "sharply rising prices are

wiping out the modest wage 
gains of American workers... 
Instead of moving forward in the 
American tradition, workers are 
being pushed backward.

The report said retail prices 


defied economic norms by rising 
even where they normally 
decline at this time of year and, 
overall, price-increases affected 
nearly every corner of the con- 
sumer budget. 


Food Prices Rise 


Food prices, for example, rose 


1.47& in September when they 
are supposed to show a seasonal 
dip. Prices were higher for beef. 
pork, poultry, eggs, cereal 
bakery products, processed 
fruits and vegetables, sugar and 
sweets. 


Dairy products increased for 


the first time in four months. . 


The cost of restaurant meals 


and snacks rose 0.7% over 
August 


Automobile prices, whjch 


usually decline in September at 
the end of the model year, also 
increased. 


Higher prices were also 


recorded in September for 
mortgage interest payments, 
houses and home furnishings, 
housekeeping supplies, clothing, 
toilet articles, reading materials. 
alcoholic beverages, auto 
repairs, dry cleaning, shoe 
repairs and haircuts. 


College tuitions rose again on 


the average and the cost of 
medical services increased by 
1% over the month. 


Gasoline prices dropped 


slightly but the prices for 
utilities such as gas. electricity 
and telephone service increased. 


The report said the average 


price for a gaDon of regular gas- 
oline dropped 0.7% to 55 cents a 
gallon in September and 
premium declined 0.6% to 58.7 
cents. 


While retail prices were rising 


generally in September, the 
report showed, wholesale prices 
showed a slight decline that was 


not passed on to the consumer. 


The Consumer Price Index 


measures inflation as it actually 
affects the average consumer. 
The index stood at 151.9 at the 
end of September, meaning that 
goods and services that cost $109 
in the base year of 1967 cost 
$151.90 last month. 


In other recent surveys, the 


Gross National Product showed 
an 11.5% rise and the wholesale 
price index a 19.7 
f"c increase. 


Earnings Increase 


In its report on wage trends. 


the Labor Department said real 
gross average weekly earnings 
had risen 0 2% for the month of 
September because of nses in 
average hourly earninp and 
average hours worked per week. 


But over the year since 


September, 1973, the report said 
real average weekly earnings 
had declined 45^, allowing for 
inflation, and 5.27c after Social 
Security and federal income tax

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Offshore Drilling Will Be 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Interior Department says 
opening up 10 million acres for 
offshore oil and gas production 
could release as much as 8,500 
barrels per year of pollutants 
into U.S. coastal waters. 


The projection was made in an 


environmental impact statement 
prepared by the Bureau of Land 
Management in connection with 
the department's plan to lease 10 
million acres for oil and gas 
production on the outer con- 
tinental shelf. 


The -projection was based on 


the experience with oil spills in 


the Gulf of Mexico from 1964 to 
1974. In that period there were 
44 incidents of more than 50 
barrels each, resulting in a total 
of 320,000 barrels of spillage. 
Over half of this was caused in 
1967 when a dragging anchor 
broke a pipeline. 


The bureau estimated that out 


of 2.9 billion barrels of produc- 
tion in the Gulf, the spillage rate 
was .0017%. 


Projecting this rate to the 10 


million-acre leasing plans for the 
Atlantic and Pacific, an es- 
timated 8,500 barrels per year 
would be spilled. 


The 1,300-page lUtecmnt will 


be opened to public hearings 
beginning Nov. 18, in Los 
Angeles, Anchorage, Alaska, and 
Trenton, N.J. 


In addition to the environmen- 


tal statement for the entire 
Interior Department proposal, 
separate statements will be 
prepared for each sale area in 
the leasing program. 


The first oil and gas lease sale 


was 20 years ago off the 
Louisiana coast In the 1954-70 
period, 7.2 million acres were 
leased and during the last three 
years, 1.9 million acres more. By

Publication 
of an electoral law was completed Tuesday as 
a first step in carrying out the armed forces' 
program of holding an election for a con- 
stituent assembly by the end of next March. 


Palestinians' Right Stressed 


Rabat — The Palestinian delegate, Farouk 


Kaddoumi, made the only speech from the 
floor before a pre-summit meeting of Arab 
League foreign ministers in the Moroccan 
capital went into closed-door sessions. Kad- 
doumi stressed the Palestinians' right to set 
up an "independent authority" on the west 
bank of the Jordan River, disputing Jordan's 
position on this issue.

Canada Tightens Immigration 


Ottawa — The Canadian 


government, concerned over the 
steeply rising numbers and 
changing racial patterns in the 
steady flow of immigrants herej 
announced tighter regulations on 
new entries Tuesday 


The new rules are designed to 


make it more difficult for a 
prospective immigrant who does 
not have a job waiting for him 
here to qualify for entry. The 
principal impact is expected to 
be on the flow of nonwhite im- 
migrants. 


The tighter regulations, an- 


nounced in the House of Com- 
mons by the minister of man- 
power and immigration, Robert 
Andras. take effect immediately. 
Andres said they would apply 
until new immigration legisla- 


tion was worked out. An 
overhaul of immigration policy 
is expected next year after 
public hearings. 


A significant change in the 


racial distribution of im- 
migrants, with the number of 
nonwhites increasing sharply in 
the last two years, has been 
much discussed in the press and 
on radio and television here 


Concern has been expressed 


over such trends as the tendency 
of immigrants from developing 
countries to send for relatives 
who often have scant prospects 
of finding the kind of jobs they 
want here Critics of a liberal im- 
migration policy say that an 
uncontrolled inflow of such im- 
migrants can lead to ghettos and 
conflict along color lines. 


With certain 
exceptions, 


prospective immigrants are 
graded under a point system 
based on education, ability to 
speak English or French, oc- 
cupational skills, age, presence 
of relatives in Canada, availabili- 
ty of employment and the 
examining officer's personal 
assessment. An applicant must 
have 50 out of a total of 100 
points to be admitted. 


Under the new regulation, an 


applicant who is unable to prove 
that he has a job waiting, or a 
skill that is needed in Canada, 
will lose 10 points from his total. 


Furthermore, before admit- 


ting the immigrant who does 
have a pre-arranged job, the 
government will try to make 
sure that no Canadian citizen or 
permanent resident can be 
found to fill the vacancy.

Ford Links Peace 
To U.S. Elections 


Five Years To Life 


Inez Garcia, 30, convicted of second-degree murder in

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. 


(AP) - President Ford, cim- 
paigning through the Midwest to 
ward off predicted major 
Democratic congressional gains, 
said Tuesday that "if we get the 
wrong kind of CongreN, peace 
could be in jeopardy." 


It was the first time Ford has 


linked the outcome of next 
month's elections to the nation's 
foreign policy. 


The new tact in his effort to 


ward off what he calls "a veto- 
proof Congress" came as an 
extemperaneous addition to the 
prepared text of an address to a 
Republican rally at an Oklahoma 
City convention center. 


Before the rally, the President 


told cattlemen he is leaning 
toward curbing dairy imports 
but sidestepped the question of* 
restraints on beef imports. 


Ford voiced "concern about 


the breech in the bipartianship" 
of the nation's foreign policy and 
called for the election of con- 
gressmen who are "far-sighted, 
visionary, 
imaginative, 


cooperative ... so we can have 
peace abroad and so we can 
work on our'problems at home." 


A private meeting with 


cattlemen was sandwiched 
between a pair of Oklahoma City 
speeches to boost the re-election 
campaign of Republican Sen. 
Henry Bellmon, who admits he 
faces "an uphill battle" against 
Democrat Ed Edmondson. 


Bellmon and the state's other 


Republian senator, Dewey 
Bartlett, sat in on the hotel room 
session between Ford and five 
representatives of Oklahoma's 


cattle and dairy industry. 
Bellmon said afterward that 
Ford "indicated an inclination 
toward reimposing" quotas on 
beef imports. 


But the White Howe gentry 


disputed Bellmen's statement. 
Press Secretary Ron Newen said 
Ford told the meeting there was 
"a high degree of liklihood he 
would limit dairy imports." But. 
Newen would not make a similar 
assertion on beef imports. 


Democrat Sees 
'Nixon-Agnew' 
Tactic By Ford 


South Bend, Ind. ,(UPI) - 


Democratic National Chairman 
Robert Strauss accused Presi- 
dent Ford Tuesday of reverting 
'to "Nixon-Agnew" campaign 
tactics in his warning that elec- 
tion of Democratic "extremists" 
could jeopardize world peace. 


Strauss called on Ford to 


retract the statement, made in a 
speech at Oklahoma City. 


"It's reminiscent of the 1970 


campaign efforts of President 
Nixon and Vice President 
Agnew," Strauss said at a 
meeting he was attending here.

Dean Admits To Shredding Notebook 


Washington (UPI) - John W. Dean 


III, the Watergate prosecution's star 
witness, admitted Tuesday that he knew 
about the 1971 Ellsberg break-in eight 
months after it happened and that he 
destroyed one of the burglars' notebooks 
after the original Watergate trial in 
January, 1973. 


"You were covering up the California 


burglary?" asked John J. Wilson, attorney 
for H. R. Haldeman, former White House 
chief of staff and now a defendant in the 
Watergate cover-up trial 


"Yes, sir, I was," Dean acknowledged 
"And you did this consciously?" Wilson 


asked. 


"I did." 
"Why?" 
"That was the easiest solution for me at 


the moment, f just put it in a shredder and 
hoped the problem would go away," Dean 
said. 


The cross-examination of Dean began 


after President Richard M. Nixon's former 


counsel had been under direct questioning 
for five days as the prosecution's first and 
star witness. 


Just before chief trial prosecutor James 


F. Neal finished his direct questioning, he 
played the sixth presidential tape to be in- 
troduced into evidence. In the tape, made 
of a conversation April 16,1973, Nixon told 
Dean that Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman, his top two aides, were "in on 
the obstruction." 


Members of the White House 


"Plumbers" special investigative unit com- 
mitted both the 1971 break-in at the office 
of Pentagon Papers defendant Daniel 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist in Beverly Hills, 
Calif., and the 1972 break-in' at the 
Democratic National Committee in the 
Watergate complex. 


Ehrlichman was found guilty of con- 


spiring to violate the psychiatrist's civil 
liberties. Nixon said in written in- 
terrogatories at the trial in July that he 
learned of the break-in March 17,1973. 


A notebook belonging to E. Howard 


Hunt Jr., a mastermind of both break-ins, 
was removed from his White House safe 
after the first break-in. As Wilson bore in, 
Dean testified he found the notebook in 
January, 1973, the same month that Hunt 
and others were convicted in the original 
Watergate trial. 


In his final testimony under direct 


examination, Dean said he had been dis- 
barred from the practice of law, had 
received no promises from the government 
in exchange for his testimony, and was now 
serving a prison sentence. 


Under cross-examination, Wilson 


questioned Dean at length about his 
bargaining with the original Watergate 
prosecutors for immunity from prosecu- 
tion. 


Dean acknowledged that between April 8 


and the end of May, 1973, when he was in- 
formed he would not receive immunity, he 
had talked with the prosecutors five times.

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No Deals, No Surprise 


The meeting between the Mexican and 


American presidents was a festive, friendly 
occasion, despite the apparent impasse on 
the migrant Mexican farmworker problem 
and the cold shoulder the U.S. again turned 
on Cuba. 


President Ford's first meeting of a 


head of government on foreign soil, the in- 
titiation of his own "taco diplomacy," also 
was the occasion for crushing whatever 
naive American hopes that had been held 
for this nation receiving favored treatment 
in dealing for new-found Mexican oil 
resources. 


Yes, said President Luis Echevema, 


Mexico would be happy to sell oil to the 
United States and whoever else wants to 
buy it — at world market prices. 


Could it be any other way? Of course 


not. It would be unreasonable to think that 
Mexico would now want to siphon off its 
natural wealth to a rich and powerful na- 
tion at bargain prices. 


As Echeverria noted, Mexico is 


struggling to achieve social justice and to 
expand its economic development — with 


the latter having a profound impact on the 
former. American friends of the Mexican 
people have historically supported the 
achievement of those goals whether or not 
the U.S. government has always placed the 
highest priority on it in our relations with 
the Mexican government. 


The revenue from the oil discovery is 


sorely needed by an impoverished nation to 
aid in the attack on its social and economic 
problems. To its credit, Mexico apparently 
intends to use its oil to that end and not as 
a political weapon or to enrich the con- 
trolling class, as in the Arab nations. 


The fact that Mexico will enter the 


world market instead of acting to ease the 
cost and supply problem this nation faces is 
completely understandable. And the U.S. 
government apparently does understand it, 
at least to the extent that it has not pressed 
to steal the new Mexican oil. 


The fact that there now is another 


developing non-Arab source of oil for im- 
port by this nation is good news, however, 
and could help in the event of a future 
political Arab oil embargo. 


Density Works Both Ways 


The matter of population density in 


comprehensive planning is not all a one- 
way street. In one of its more ridiculous es- 
capades, the federal government recently 
completed a $150,000' study which con- 
cluded that housing costs can be cut with 
higher density construction. 


Any idiot could have told the govern- 


ment that and for far less than $150,000. 
But density is not really a simple factor, as 
evidenced by a small zoning change pen- 
ding before the City Council. 


Lincoln, generally speaking, has opted" 


for high density population in a number of 
ways. It discourages development in new 
areas .before older areas are completely 
filled up. 
' 


Also, it approves of a number of 


methods of residential development more 
compact that single family dwelling. But 
when you encourage various kinds of total 
development, you must also provide for the 
servicing of that state. 


Thus, you now have application made, 


for a change to a business use of property 
near 17th and South now zoned for multiple 


dwelling. The change is opposed by the 
Near-South Neighborhood Association on 
the grounds that the change is not needed 
and there is already too much congestion in 
the area. 


We go along with the association. The 


City Council, in our opinion, is often top 
strong in its planning idealism when it 
comes to developments in more or less 
virgin areas of the tity and its environs and 
too weak when it comes to the, older es- 
tablished regions. 


Certainly, the intersection of 17th and 


South is already more congested than it 
ought to be. The city has permitted a 
number of such things around town that 
mushroomed into traffic movement night- 
mares. , 


But if we are to draw a tight circle 


around the city and permit nothing to 
develop outside of it, such are the kinds of 
problems we are inviting. The density of 
our population is a most legitimate concern 
of comprehensive planning but its 
extremes can have such a varying impact 
that the concept is one deserving of our 
best thinking.

live in newer subdivisions have a smug at- 
titude about things. They watch the people 
in more established neighborhoods raking 
up leaves and contemplate how fortunate 
they are. 


When it comes to raking, one does 


develop a certain antipathy toward the 
oaks, elms and many other broad leaf 
varieties that cover our landscape. But 
what of the fantastic color they have 
treated us to in recent weeks? 


Is their colorful display not worth the 


trouble of cleaning up after them? And 
remember the days of shade they provided 
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us in the hot spells of summer and the 
character they give to whatever area they 
inhabit. 


Without trees, our life would be 


stifling. We would, also, have, a far 
different life style than we do. The leaf 
raking chores of fall are a small price to 
pay for the overall rewards and enjoyment 
the trees give us. 


And as they enter the dormant period 


of then- lives, they usher in a seasonal 
change that offers us a new vitality and a 
new invitation to successfully meet the 
many challenges we face.

The Season Of The Elk 


ESTES PARK, Colo. - This is the mating 


season of the elk, and Rocky Mountain National 
Park is copiously posted with signs warning 
tourists to stay on the highways and well away 


, from the herds; otherwise, there might be 


fewer elk for the future. 


Nevertheless, knowledgeable travelers to 


the park bring binoculars at this time of the 
year. From numerous perches and overlooks 
along the mountain roads winding above the 
high meadows, the elk herds can be seen at a 
distance. At their leisure, and in an unspoiled 
and uncontrived setting, they make a marvelous 
sight for city eyes. 


The interest that tourists show in the elk is 


only one evidence hereabouts of the well known 
American longings for a return — however il- 
lusory — to a more simple and rugged life. 


Even with the summer season well past, 


autos are plentiful on the spectacular Trail 
Ridge Drive that rises, at one point, to 12,183 
feet, just before dropping to the Fall River 
Pass. Here and there, the first small patches of 
ice and fields of snow can be seen, but crowds 
are still thronging lookout points for stunning 
views of Long's Peak, Hayden's Prong, and 
Forest Canyon far below. 


On the approaches to the park, the moun- 


tain slopes are strewn with an astonishing 
number of houses, most- of them looking 
relatively new. These are the "leisure homes", 
or "vacation houses" Americans have been 
building by-the thousands — taking advantage 
of their affluence to escape from the urban en- 
vironment in which affluence was mostly 
created. The ordinary trappings of tourism, 
clusters of "mobile homes" and the ubiquitous 
fast food industry, are all about, too; but the 
vacation houses take the eye and even the heart 
— providing, as they do, a picture window not 
so much on the past as on an uneasy present in 
which no one seems to have much confidence.

That unease is not a momentary or passing 


phenomenon, nor was it caused entirely by the 
dislocations of recent years. Far back into 
history, the dual nature of American life can be 
traced — progress versus Arcadia, boomers and 
builders against the forest, the rivers, the moun- 
tains they exploited and despoiled. The simpler 
American past is as much the story of the 
plunder of the land as of the pioneer virtues of 
hardihood and self sufficiency. At root, the 
longing to go back may also be a mate desire to 
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undo the damage, as well as the knowledge that 
nothing can. 
Few seem to believe politics will provide an 


answer any time soon. A Democratic sweep in 
the elections next month is now so universally 
expected that Ford has started issuing appeals 
to "save the Republican Party." Here in 
Colorado, for example, Gary Hart, once George 
McGovem's campaign manager, is a strong 
favorite to defeat a veteran Republican senator, 
Peter Dominick, and the Democrats may also 
recapture the governorship and gain a House 


But not many people—save the most pious 


Democrats — seem to think a stronger 
Democratic Party is going to make,much 
difference, good or bad. There is much interest 
in who might be the Democratic presidential 
nominee in 1976, but at the moment that seems 
more like a parlor guessing game than serious 
political discussion or expectation.

As for the present national leadership, 


Ford's announced intention to campaign in 
Colorado later this month drew far less notice in 
the Denver press than the continuing troubles of 
his vice presidential nominee, Nelson 
Rockefeller. For the moment, Rockefeller 
overshadows Ford, and not in a way to build 
confidence in Ford's leadership and judgment. 


In Colorado, as elsewhere, Ford's economic 


program seems to have failed to resolve doubts - 
about his own capacities, much less about the 
^nation's future. Against the general national 
concern over inflation and energy — a concern 
that may well have been heightened by Ford's 
rhetoric, and by the inconclusive series of 
economic conferences that preceded his 
message to Congress — what he finally 
proposed seemed too little and too un- 
imaginative to many'Americans, who sense 
themselves and their country drifting in the 
midst of crisis.

Rockefeller, whose name is 
Margantta but who is known as 
Happy, are joint heiresses to a 
fortune valued in 1931 at more 
than 18 million. Reports on Mias 
Fitter's age varied from 61 up- 
wards. Two members of her per- 
sonal staff said she is at teast 80. 


There also were conflicting 


reports on how the announce- 
ment was made. One version 
was that Wilson placed an an- 
nouncement, with Mias Fitter's 
approval, in' a small Welsh 
paper.

The preliminary 
figures pegged total population 
at 211,990,000.

Among the four U.S. 


geographic areas, the South and 
West both grew by 1/6 per cent 
in the most recent year, while 
the North Central region grew 
only one-tenth of one per cent. 
The North Central region had 
been growing at a rate of five- 
tenths of one per cent the 
previous three years. 


In the fourth geographic area, 


the population of the 
Northeastern states — New 
England plus New York, New 
Jersey.and Pennsylvania -t 
declined* by two-tenths of one 
per cent, about half the rate of 
decrease for the previous year. 


Six states and the District of 


Columbia showed declines in 


population fof the most recent 
year. 


The drop of 30,000 in Rhode 


Island to a total of 937,000 was 
attributed directly to the phasing 
out of the huge Newport Naval 
Base. It was the fint decline 
since the 1970 census for Rhode 
Island. 


Continuing steady declines 


since the census were New York, 
which dropped from 18.2 million 
to 18.1 million, and the District 
of Columbia, which fell by 11,000 
to 723,000. 


Continuing trends initiated 


with last year's projections were 
Pennsylvania, which dropped by 
27,000 to 11.8 million; Ohio, 
which dropped by 6,000 to 10.7 
million; Illinois, which dropped 
by 45,000 to -11.1 million, and 
Iowa, which dropped by 8,000 to.

When the alarm clock went off at 6:15 a.m., 


less than three hours after I had gone to bed, I 
knew I had made a big mistake. 


The mistake was agreeing to pass up my 


usual Saturday morning sleep-in and spend the 
day as a Lincoln fireman. 


At 6:45 I rode up to the station on my 


motorcycle. The day had begun. 


First on the agenda, after many cups of 


coffee, was roll call and a complete check of the 
equipment. Each fire truck-and engine is 
started up, radios are checked and the vehicles 
are driven onto the driveway where everything 
is tested to be sure it is in working order. 


The vehicles are left on the driveway and an 


operation called "scrub out" begins-Scrub out 
consists of washing down the entire garage floor 
and using brooms to scrub up the oil spots under 
the engines. 


It was during scrub out that the first alarm 


sounded. 


Mad Dash 


Seconds after a mad dash to get my helmet, 


coat and boots we were racing down the street 
with me hanging on to the rear of Enbine 1 
amazed at driver Hal Kennedy's ability to pilot 
the rig through streets lined on both sides with, 
parked cars. 


The fire was in the kitchen where some fish 


been left frying on the stove and had burst into 
, flames which set some cabinets afire. 


My contribution to the extinguishing effort 


consisted of helping Jim Bannister carry a gas- 
oline powered generator (he made me carry the 
heavy end) and holding in place a large fan 
which is used to pull smoke from the house. 


I also helped Bannister cany the generator 


back to the truck, and was again given the heavy 
end. 


Back in the station I discovered I hadlhe 


honor (?) of buffing the floor in the kitchen. 


Poles Shined 


Next came the job of shining the seven 


brass poles. Here I came out a little luckier than 
my previous duties and got to rub the polish off 
the poles instead of applying it. 
, 


Soon it was time for lunch, but just as the 


pork chops were to come out of the oven, the 
alarm went off. 


Within seconds we were down the poles, 


and I was holding onto the rear of Engine 1 
careening throug the streets of Lincoln. 


Drizzle is not the most pleasant form of 


precipitation and my appreciation of it was not 
the least enhanced by experiencing it while 
holding onto the back of a speeding fire engine. 


At the fire the firemen carried a woman 


from the building while I carried the generator 
(this time by myself) from the truck to the door. 


With the fire safely out it was my job to 


help squeeze the water on the floor to where it 
could be vacuumed, up. 


'Makes You Feel Good 


- On thp way back to the station my partner 
on the back of the engine, Jim Mitera, told me 


that this was the kind of fire that makes you feel 
good. 


Mitera had made his way to the second 


story where a woman was trapped by the flames 
and was barely able to breathe because of the 
smoke. 


Mitera put his air mask over her face and 


led her down-the stairs. While fireman Chuck 
Province carried her out the door, Mitera con- 
tinued to hold his air mask over her face and 
stayed with her until she was outside and 
breathing easier. 


Once we were back in the station the truck, 


the engines and the chief's car had to be com- 
pletely washed and all wet hose had to be 
changed. 


The, vehicles were washed and chamoised 


dry and the hose which had been used was 
scrubbed down and hung in the hose tower to 
dry. 


Pork Chops Dry 


Finally we got to eat our pork chops. They 


were pretty dry by the time we got back, but 
after a morning of work they still tasted good. 


Firemen are probably the best fed people 


on the city payroll, but that is because they 
select and cook the food themselves. 


An average noon meal for 15 men consists 


of five pounds of potatoes, six to seven pounds 
of meat, a gallon of vegetables, two loaves of 
bread and a pound of butter. 


As with everyone else, inflation has also hit 


the firemen. A meal used to cost them 65 cents 
to 70 cents each and the price is now $1.25. 


Another fact of a fireman's life of whjch I 


had not been warned" is something called 
"firsts". - 


"Firsts" include your first alarm, youf first 


working fire, your first still alarm, the first time 
you drive a truck or engine and almost anything 
else they can think of. 


Three Firsts 


In my one day I had three "firsts", an 


alarm, a working fire, and a still alarm. My 
"firsts" cost me four half gallons of ice cream, 
and I got off cheap by having them all once. 


At supper I was treated to the Saturday 


night special — tacos. Their tacos are actually 
platter sized tostadas which you construct 
yourself. Just one of those culinary delights is 
enough to give an elephant heartburn for a 
week. 


It was just after supper that my luck for the 


day finally ran out., 


Their system of deciding who does the 


dishes consists of having everyone but the cooks 
(and anybody else who can talk or blackmail 
their way out) pick a numbered bean from a 
bowl. 


The beans are numbered one to 25 and this 


time the high and low number were doomed to 
the dishes! Not only did I get the high number, 
it was the 25. 


Twelve hours after I came to work I headed 


home through the drizzle on my motorcycle 
with my belief completely reaffirmed that 
writing about firemen is easier than being one.

$4 Million 
Is Missing 
In Chicago 


Chicago (UPI) — Investigators 


worked Tuesday on the assump- 
tion that a vault burglary es- 
timated at $4 million or more, 
believed to be the biggest cash 
looting in American criminal 
history, was masterminded by 
an "insider" who knew the 
lock's combination and how to 
bypass a sensitive alarm system'. 


The investigation has turned 


up "two definite suspects," but 
neither has been arrested, police 
said late Tuesday. They refused 
to identify them, other than to 
say one was an employe of the 
company. 


A police estimate put the 


weekend haul at nearly $4 
million. A vice president of 
Purolator Security Inc. said the 
company still was trying to 
determine the amount of cash 
taken from its Armored Express 
Division vault during the 
weekend. 


$4 Million IB Vault 


"An accurate count has not 


.been made. But I can tell you the 
vault contained much more than 
$4 million," said Joseph Woods, 
"Midwest senior vice president 
and a former Cook County 
Sheriff. 


Most of the company's 350-360 


employes have taken or are 
scheduled to undergo lie detec- 
tor tests "on the assumption it 
was an inside job," Woods said. 
Five persons,, "ones with the 
greatest access to the vault," 
were tested Monday and another 
20-25 were taking polygraph tests 
Tuesday. 


"All that is known now is that 


sometime between 9:26 p.m. 
Saturday when the vault 
received its last shipment of cash 
and 1:11 Monday morning when 
smoke alarms were touched off 
in the vault, the burglary took 
place." Woods said. 


Firemen, police and company 


officials who entered the half- 
block. one-story yellow brick 
building on Chicago's Near 
North Side found the looted 
vault shrouded in smoke. They 
also discovered 11 gasoline-filled 
plastic bags that had failed to ig- 
nite because of insufficient 
oxygen. 


Investigators said the bags 


were equipped with time fuses 
and apparently were designed to 
start a fire that would have 
covered the burglary and caused 
investigators to think the money 
was destroyed by the flames.

"If there was any foul-up in 


the plan, this was it. Only two of 
13 gasoline bags caught fire and 
as a result the- cash that 
remained in the vault was either 
only singed or untouched by 
fire," Woods said. 


"Another foul-up — on our 


part — was in our security. 
Something was wrong there 
someplace, since the vault is 
supposed to be guarded 24 hours 
a day including weekends," be 
Said. 


A cash haul of 14 million 


would rate among the biggest in 
the annals of crime. The most 
lucrative "caper" in history was 
England's Great Train Robbery 
of 198J in which an estimated f? 
million was taken. 


In American heists, $1.5 


million was taken in the BoUup 
of a postal track in Plymouth. 
Mass., in 1962 and f L -J million in 


Boston in 1990.

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Ed Board Votes To Let West German Girl Have Free Tuition

Expressing frustration 


because of their inconsistency in 
granting free school privileges to 
non-resident students, Lincoln 
Board of Education members 
Tuesday voted 5-1 to allow a 
West German girl to attend the 
Lincoln Public Schools for free 
next semester. 
1 The action represents a depar- 
ture from board policy and is 
-contrary to the board attorney's 
".recommendation, based on in- 
lormation that Susanne 
•Rosemann, 16, is "coming to 


Lincoln for (the) primary pur- 
pose of attending school and will 
be supported to a considerable 
degree by her parents." 


The board in August rejected 


an identical 
tuition-free 


application by Arthur Eugene 
Crump of Lincoln on behalf of 
his brother-in-law, Patrick 
Cooke, 16, of new York City. 


Base For Decision 


Board members based their 


decision on Cooke heavily on 
Crump's admission he would 
supply only part of the financial 
support of Cooke, now enrolled 
at Lincoln High School. He said 


neither he nor Cooke's parents 
could afford to pay the tuition. 


The district has since billed 


Crump for the tuition, Supt. 
John Prasch said Tuesday, 
and Crump has scheduled a 
meeting with him about the 
matter. A University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln law student, 
Crump rejected a board invita- 
tion to sue the district to clarify 
free-tuition laws. 


Mr. and Mrs. Raymond H. 


Haggh, 1725 S. 52nd, who will act 
as the Rosemann girl's parents 
while she attends Lincoln 
Southeast, appealed to the board 


to reciprocate for free school 
privileges allowed their children 
six years ago in Cologne, Ger- 
many. 


No German Charges 


Haggh, UNL music theory 


professor and College of Arts 
and Sciences associate dean, 
conducted music research in 
Cologne. Mrs. Haggh told board 
members the German schools 
charged them no tuition, gave 
them the same book discounts 
that German students got and 
allowed free use of musical in- 
struments and time off for 
travel. 


'Old' School Won't Be In Museum

elementary schools, she said. 


The school would offer an 


avenue, in looking into the past, 
to get students to explore the 
future, she said. 


The board also heard a report, 


foiir years in the making, on 
goals for students, prepared by 
Eleanor Francke. 
' 


.The report lists basic educa- 


tion goals that all students 
should attain and goals of in- 
dividual talents and interests, 
which she said some students 
can attain. 


Copies Available 


Copies of the 20-page report 


are available at the school ad- 
ministration offices. 


In regular business, the board 


unanimously approved two 
recommendations to the 
superintendent's advisory com- 
mittees on business education 
and cultural awareness. 


The board requested that the 


committee continue to meet and 
provide assistance in starting 
cultural awareness programs. It 
referred the business education 
committee's report to an ad hoc 
committee of teachers, con- 
sultants and administrators to 
act on each recommendation. 


"Our staff," Prasch said, 


"does not agree with all aspects 
of that report." The committee's 
local business expertise should 
be used, while recognizing that 
program changes need to come 
through the school staff, he said. 


Work Experiences 


The 
committee 
had 


recommended increased work 
experiences for teachers and 
business education students, for 
example. 


Board members 
discussed 


preliminary suggestions to 
change the district policy on use 
of school buildings and grounds. 


"Actual requests for uses far 


exceed our ability to respond, 
particularly in the use of gyms 
for recreational 
programs," 


Prasch said. "We feel that our. 
fee structure is outdated." 


Prasch said he'll likely recom- 


mend standard rates to replace 


the fee schedule adopted in 1967. 
The board will also consider 
changes in weekend use of 
buildings, not limited, and 
deleting restrictions on dances, 
exhibitions and contests. 


Meanwhile, Prasch said he'll 


try to work up a different 
arrangement for custodial time 
to avoid overtime work on 
weekends during public use of 
buildings. 


The board must also deal with 


liability to the district and its 
employes in case of accidents in 
activities such as swimming. 


Board' members discussed 


LB772, the state aid to education 
bill, which is "coming down to a 
fairly critical time," Prasch said, 
referring to the referendum vote 
on Nov. 5. 


The bill shifts half the costs of 


operating public schools to the 
state. 


Prasch said "there is a lot of 


misinformation about that bill." 


Rebroadcast Sought 


The board voted to ask 


Nebraska Educational Televi- 
sion Network permission for the 
district to broadcast the NETV 
debate on LB772 taped last week 
and to ask NETV to rebroadcast 
it on its state network. 


In a report on school district 


energy "conservation, Prasch 
said, "We have far exceeded" 
the 10% savings goal set for 1973- 
74, according to the latest data. 


In 49 buildings, Prasch said

"They bent over backwards to

Crump told the board in 


August 'Cooke wanted to attend 
Lincoln Public Schools to get 
away from the environment of 
drugs and crime in the Bronx. 


Granting Miss Rosemann free - 


tuition would be a "humane" ac- 
tion, Prasch said, but would also 
be "unfair to taxpayers." He 
said it is "not the same as a 
foreign exchange student," 
when a tuition waiver allows 
"mutual benefits." 


Board member John Lux said, 


"I think this is one case where 


we should change our ruling." 
Lux, UNL associate professor of 
secondary education, said the 
"benefits outweigh the cost to 
the taxpayer." 


'My Heart Bleeds' 
- 


Board member Pearl Goldens- 


tein said, "I've been concerned 
all fall about this tuition 
situation," and added, "My 
heart bleeds for the Cooke boy." 
Board member Marvin Stewart 
said there is "a very fine line" 
between the Rosemann and 
Cooke cases and the analogy to a 
foreign exchange program. 


Lou Roper, who cast the only 


no vote on the Rosemann tuition 
waiver, said, "I, think we'd 
better be pretty careful about 
allowing family accom- 
modations when we have a tui- 
tion law" to administer. The 
Hagghs and the 
German 


Rosemanns agreed in 1968-69 to 
exchange their children tem- 
porarily sometime in the future. 


Prasch agreed with Roper, 


noting "we've got problems." 
But he recommended that the 
board not reopen the Cooke tui- 
tion case until after he talks to 
Crump. Prasch said he an- 
ticipates that the district will 
"be forced at some point to 
refuse continued enrollment (of 
Cooke) unless the tuition is 
paid." 


"I feel it's wrong," Mrs. 


Goldenstein said, "to stand at 
the door and sav. 'You can't 


come in'" to Cooke, after the 
board departed from its policy 
for Miss Rosemann. 


Don't 'Overreact' 


Regarding Cooke, Prasch" said 


"it's pretty clear" that an ad- 
ministrative action might be 
forced, but he cautioned that 
board members "not overreact 
or set up-confrontations" that 
would lead to emotional 
situations. 


He said the district will not 


literally throw Cooke out of 
school. But "where you have 
siad it's a tuition case, we're 
obligated to collect" from 
Crump, the superintendent told 
the board. 


Stewart said the board 


decisions are based on "an- 
tiquated" legislation, referring 


to the 50-year-old Nebraska 
Supreme Court decisions on frw 
school privileges. 
; 


Even if the Legislature were 


to change the tuition-waiver 
laws, Mrs. Goldenstein ;said, 
"We'd still have our individual 
policy" and continue to'deal 
with the same problems. .' 


"We are also possibly exposed 


to some lawsuits," Prasch said, 
although following established 
policy should be "completely 
separate from how we feel about 
the situations."

Pros and cons of a housing 


project for the disabled were dis- 
cussed Tuesday by the Lancaster 
County Health Planning Council. 


Sparking the discussion was a 


request submitted to the council 
by the League of Human Dignity 
of Lincoln.

In a letter dated Oct. 15, the 


league — which was established 
in 1972 for the purpose of ad- 
vocating projects that would 
benefit the disabled — requested 
endorsement from the council 
on development of housing for 
the disabled. 


Appearing before the council 


to explain the request, league 
representative Steve Slaikeu said 
federal funding for the construc- 
tion of such housing will soon be 
available to interested cities. 


Funding will be available 


through Title n of the federal 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, 
Slaikeu said. 


The league intends to ask the 


City Council to develope funding 
for a housing complex for the 
disabled under the terms of the 
act.

Ms. Gussow suggested that 


health recommendations which 
stress cutting down on excessive 
calories, saturated fat, sugar and 
cholesterol, while substituting 
chicken, veal and fish for red 
meat, make both good nutrition 
and world sense. 


She explained that cleaning an 


overfilled plate will only 
produce obesity. Putting only 
what can be eaten on a plate in 
the first place, buying less and 
using every last scrap of food are 
changes that can teach children 
important lessons in food waste, 
she stressed. 


"Teaching children that 


cleaning up their plate will help 
starving children in India is not 
the answer," Ms. Gussow 
asserted.

Wednesday with a speech by Dr. 
Arnold Schaefer, director of the 
Swanson Nutrition Center, Inc., 
Omaha. 


Rules and guidelines for fun- 


ding have not yet been released, 
but are expected to appear 
sometime next month. 


"If the city does not act quick- 


ly, we may lose out on this. 
Many groups in other localities 
presently are acting on it with 
great haste," Slaikeu said. 


The housing project en- 


visioned for Lincoln would be an 
apartment complex of from 20 to 
25 units that would provide for 
the special needs of the disabled. 


The complex would include ef- 


ficiency as well as two or three- 
bedroom units, Slaikeu said, "As 
much as possible, we'd want to 
establish normalized living con- 
ditions." 


Other features of the complex 


would be a dining room which 
would provide three meals a day 
for those unable to do their own 
cooking; minimal attendant care 
for those requiring it; and the 
possibility of a specially- 
equipped community room to 
meet the recreational needs. 


The "target group" to be 


served by such a facility would 
include those who "could 
generally take care of 
themselves" (with the exception 
of dressing, bathing, etc.), 
Slaikeu said. 


He said 3.5% to 4% of the 


residents of Lancaster County 
would fall into this target group. 
"I think it would be a shame if 
the matter were not pursued." 


Concern 
about

"institutionalization of ban 
dicapped people" in one place 
was voiced by council member 
Sue Scott. 


"Any time a group like this is 


lumped together, a stigma is at 
tached," Ms. Scott said. She 
suggested that duplex units 
spread throughout a larger area 
might be a better solution. 


Slaikeu said the need for some 


attending care would make 
duplex arrangement impractical 


"We would attempt to nor 


malize this as much as possible' 
by bringing in families, he said

Lucila Velasquez of Caracas, Ven- 


ezuela, president of the Venezuelan 
National Institute of Culture and Fine 
Arts, visited Lincoln Wednesday after- 
noon to present preliminary plans for 
"Venezuela Ahora," a cultural and 
technological exposition which will be 
held at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln in April, 1975. 


The program will be co-sponsored 


by the UNL Institute for Latin 
American and International Studies 
and the Venezuelan government. 


According to Ms. Velasquez, the 


exposition will include Venezuelan 
lecturers and critics of art and 
literature; exhibits of books on 
Venezuelan art, history, economics 
and literature; 
handicraft 


demonstrations and exhibits; painting 
and sculpture displays and musical 
and dance performances. 


"We will bring books to let you 


know what is being published in 
Venezuela and to let you know how 
they are being designed," she said. 


. The handicrafts — which will in- 
clude textiles, ceramics, pottery and 
weaving — will be representative of 
the whole country, she added. 


In music, "a classical guitar trio will 


present a program of classical 
Venezuelan and Latin American 
music," she continued. 


In addition, those attending the 


Venezuelan festival, will be exposed to 
the music of the "cuatro," a four-

string musical instrument native to 
Venezuela, as well as to the leading 
Venezuelan harpist. 


Although she initially planned only 


to coordinate the event's activities, 
Ms. Velasquez indicated she has been 
so impressed by Lincoln hospitality 
and friendliness that "I will try to be 
present at the festival to play a part in 
creating closer ties between 
Venezuela and the University. 


"In Venezuela, the universities are 


the leaders in many areas of the coun- 
try," she said. 


For example, Simon Bolivar Univer- 


sity, where she was head of the 
Cultural Extension Department, is 
basically a technical college. Yet it too 
provides the entire university and 
community with cultural and fine art- 
activities. 


"In all Venezuelan universities, the 


department of culture or cultural 
extension brings cultural programs to 
the community," she explained. 


Ms. Velasquez also pointed out that 


the Venezuelan government not only 
is financially supportive of cultural ac- 
tivities. It is also instrumental in all of 
the policies regarding the fine arts. 


A poetess and former journalist, Ms. 


Velasquez noted that currently there 
is a project to establish a cultural 
center in Caracas with satellite 
cultural centers and mobile units 
throughout the country. 


"Our government is interested in 


the cultural development of the rural 
areas, and hopes to provide more 
educational and cultural opportunities 
to those in the rural areas," she said. 


This, in part, could be conducted 


through the use of the mobile units — 
"trailers or buses" — which would in- 
troduce books, paintings arid films to 
rural residents. 


"And, if we would find native talent 


in the rural areas, we could help per- 
sons develop their talents," she added. 


Her current tour of the United 


States is part of an effort by the 
Venezuelan government to learn more 
about the American fine arts system: 


"And we hope to promote 


Venezuelan culture and life abroad for 
a better understanding," she 
emphasized/"We particularly want to 
promote a good relationship with the 
United States, which has been very 
friendly with Venezuela."

Men Question Roles, Seek Therapy 


New York — Men, many of 


them bewildered and confused 
about their role in society today, 
are seeking help from family and 
marriage counselors in greater 
numbers than at any time in the 
past. 


The increase in men initiating 


and-actively participating in 
counseling consultation is not 
yet' of major proportions but, ac- 
cording to both private prac- 
titioners and associations, the 
trend is a noticeable one. 
• • The development is part of the 
increasing acceptance of both 
marriage and family counseling 
as aids in solving problems. 
Although family services are not 
gettirg the long waiting lists they 
had in the past, spokesmen point 
out that "resources have in- 
creased tremendously in the last' 
decade." 


'•People today are looking at 


their problems in a different 
way." said Judith Lieb, 
executive director of the Nathan 
W. Ackerman Family Institute, 
which specializes in family psy- 
chotherapy. "They are more 
aware of the kind of help, and 
the level of help available, and 
that they don't have to suffer 


with problems." 


Although marriage counseling 


usually deals with one or both 
marriage partners, 
family 


counseling and therapy encom- 
passes not only the husband and 
wife bat children and, very 
often, relatives and friends close 
to the family. It attempts to 
open communication, point out 
alternatives and options, and 
provide guidance. - 


"Family therapists see the in- 


dividual patient as an am- 
bassador of family problems," 
Mrs. Lieb said. 
- 


In the past, men frequently 


had to be cajoled into par- 
ticipating in counseling, but the 
situation has changed within the 
last decade. 


In a nationwide study on fami- 


ly agency service, Dr. Dorothy 
Fans Beck and Mary Ann Jones, 
noted that "more family 
members are involved in treat- 
ment, especially 
more 


husbands." 


"A lot of men are coming in 


completely bewildered by all the 
new demands being made on 
them," said Dr. Salvatore Am- 
brosino, director of the Family 
Service Association serving 


Nassau County, N.Y. 


"Women are getting a whole 


new picture of themselves," he 
said. "Through feminism, and 
maybe even consciousness- 
raising sessions, they are getting 
the idea that they are allowing 
themselves to be willing victims, 
and they are protesting. 


"Women used to put up with a 


lot as long as the man was a good 
provider, but no more, and this 
applies to even working-class 
women," he added. "And we 
rarely used to hear complaints 
about women not being sexually 
satisfied ... now we do." 


Robert Sunley, who is 


associate director of the non- 
profit, nonsectarian service, 
noted that "A lot of women are 
not aiming for women's libera- 
tion but it's trickling down in a 
diluted way that they should 
have a life of their own and not 
be an appendage to a man." 


Although confusion about role 


identity was rarely given as the 
"precipitating" problem when a 
couple or family sought help, 
many counselors observed that, 
after initial 
discussions, 


changing mores were clearly 
bothering a number of men and, 


in many cases, women as well. 


"The .standby problems are 


still 
.communication, 


relationships with children and 
relatives, money and sex," said 
Dr. Maura Murillo-Rohde. "The 
presenting problem may be, 'We 
are fighting' or, 'We can't get 
along,' or 'We don't com- 
municate,' but the situation is 
that there is no question that 
women are demanding more." 


Dr. Murillo-Rohde, the presi- 


dent of the New York region of 
the American Association of 
Marriage, and 
Family 


Counselors, said that more 
women were refusing to accept a 
differentiation in men's and 
women's roles. 


"Men are becoming more in- 


volved and implicated in the dai- 
ly vicissitudes of life," Sherman 
said. "They can no longer have 
the benefit of family life and 
leave the banalities to mother." 


However, Me added, although 


women were demanding that 
"husbands pull their oar more in 
the family," men were resisting 
"because they feel too much is 
being dumped on them." 


Another 
problem, 
he 


observed, was the increasing in- 


cidence of what some husbands 
perceive as "overaggressive" 
women. "The men feel 
devastated," he noted.,"Nothing 
they do is right and they are 
being cut down at every turn." 


Although Dr. Arthur Green, 


an assistant clinical professor of 
psychiatry, who is also a psy- 
choanalyst in private practice, 
observed that the women's 
movement has caused "quite a 
bit of family confusion," he said 
he did not believe that it caused 
the primary problems in any 
marriage. 


"The faminist movement 


doesn't cause marital problems 
— the marital problems are 
there," he said. "The woman 
who goes out to a consciousness- 
raising session one or two or 
three times a week and gets-her 
husband angry, it's something 
that would have occurred 
anyway — she would have gone 
out to play, bridge or something. 


The movement doesn't cause the 
primary problems."

people may have the ability to 
receive and send information in 
a way other than by the known 
normal senses, two physicists 
report. 


Their experiments, including 


tests with Uri Geller, the Israeli 
magician and purported psychic, 
suggest the "existence of one or 
more" unidentified ways of lear- 
ning things. 


"It may be that remote 


perceptual ability is widely dis- 
tributed in the general popula- 
tion, but because the perception 
is generally below an in- 
dividual's level of awareness, it 
is repressed or not noticed," Dr. 
Harold Puthoff and Russell Targ 
of Stanford Research Institute, 
Menlo Park, Calif.^ write in 


Nature, the prestigious British 
scientific journal. 


In several experiments, Geller 


was isolated in a sealed room 
with metal walls blocking out all 
sights, sounds and electrical im- 
pulses. 


The Geller experiments were 


intended to be made "cheat- 
proof" 
by. 
consulting 


professional magicians in their 
design, the scientists said. 


Geller repeatedly came up 


with right responses with scores 
far higher than by chance, 
Puthoff and Targ said. 


In, one case, in calling which 


face of a die would be upper- 
most after being shaken, Geller 
was right in eight out of eight 
calls 
of the 
number. 


Experimenters who shook the 
die inside a steel box didn't 
know which number was upper- 
most, so couldn't transmit the 
information by some kind of 
telepathy. . 


Geller was asked to reproduce 


13 drawings while physically 
separated from his experiments. 
He did hot know who made the 
drawing, who selected it for him 
to reproduce, or how it was 
selected. Drawings .included a 
firecracker, a cluster of grapes, a 
devil, horse, the solar system, a 
tree and an envelope. 


Geller's drawings showed 


some degree of correspondence 
to the pictures, and most showed 
remarkable similarity.

The Lincoln City Council took 


another stab at beefing up 
animal control laws Tuesday; 
members asked the Humane 
Society to work with local 
veterinarians and come up with 
some recqmmendations. 


Two weeks ago the council 


delayed action on three animal 


control ordinances to give the 
lawmakers time to work with 
the society and other agencies to 
consider a more comprehensive 
approach to pet problems. 


Tuesday's session was with 


society board members, the 
County Board, the mayor, 
several veterinarians and 
representatives of the health 
department, police department 
and city and county legal 


departments. 


Two ordinances pending 


before the council would 
authorize the police to issue 
citations to dog and cat owners 
fpr certain violations, while the 
third ordinance would hike 
license fees by $1. 


Like Parking Violations 


The pet owners would be able 


to plead guilty by waiving their 
right to a Municipal Court trial,

Humane Society board 


member Jerry Snyder said he 
doubted the new laws would 
result in more efficient animal 
control because police now have 
authority to handle complaints. 


Councilwoman Helen Boosalis 


said people have complained 
that the police do not handle any 
complaints received at night. 
She also questioned how a 
change in the law would make 
any difference. 


Assistant City Atty. Charles 


Humble acknowledged that 
there will have to be stepped-up 
enforcement by police officers, 
but contended that the new 
procedure would make it easier 
for police to handle such com- 
plaints. 


"What we've got now doesn't 


work," Humble said. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta 


proposed that the Humane 
Society be brought under the 
wing of the health department. 


City Directly Accountable 
Such an arrangement would 


make the city directly accoun- 
table for processing animal com- 
plaints and let people know who 
to call when they had a com- 
plaint, Sikyta suggested. 


Humble noted that the 


Humane Society, as a private 
organization, could volunteer to 


contract with the city to provide 
certain functions. The city 
already budgeted 125,000 this 
year to contract with the 
Humane Society to pick up dead 
animals and provide services. 


Several board members were 


skeptical that such a transfer of 
authority would work. 


Veterinarian Or. Ralph Ebers 


said local veterinarians have 
suggested measures to control 
pet population growth, which he 
said, most veterinarians see as 
the main problem. 


• Veterinarians' Suggestions 
Last November, Dr. Ebers 


said nine Lincoln veterinarians 
suggested to the Humane Society 
that: 


—license fees be structured so 


that neutered males and spayed 
females would pay a lower fee. 


—the society charge a ?10 to 


$20 fee when a female pet is 
placed, with the fee refundable 
upon presentation of a cer- 
tificate proving the pet was 
spayed. 


—veterinarians be asked to 


provide copies of rabies vaccina- 
tion certificates to the society 
which would aid in the licensing 
of pets. 


When Boosalis asked why the 


Humane Society Board had not 
acted on the proposals, members 
said they were waiting to see 
what the City Council was going 
to do about the situation.

rate of about 94 to be alone for 
an afternoon, or a morning, or 
an evening. 


Taxis bearing couples pulling 


into motels in the tourist and 
casino belt of the city and sub- 
urbs are a common sight most 
afternoons. 


"Especially around paydays," 


says Councilman Cesar Lucero, 
an author of the ordinance. 


Lucero and other coucilmen 


claim motel owners give Manila 
a bad name and refuse 
legitimate tourists, who want 
rooms on a 24-hour basis, in 
order to cash in on short tuners. 


Lucero claimed his staff had 


survey figures indicating a first 
class hotel earned about f 18 dai- 
ly from a room while a motel, 
renting one room to several par- 
ties daily, earned up to 150. 


"Most people use the rooms 


for about two hours," said 
'Lucero! 
. 
> 


"They are the only hotels in 


the world with a record of 300 
per cent occupancy," said a 
Manila tour operator. 


Guests at motels often .do not 


register. They usually demand 
no receipts for payment, a prac- 
tice Lucero claimed cheated the 
city of taxes. 


"It's a legitimate business," 


claimed Antonio L. Chua, presi- 
dent of the Philippine Chamber 
of Motor Hotels. "The ordinance 
would kill the motel business in 
Manila." 


"Actually," said Chua, "per- 


sonally I'm not against 'short 
time' being eliminated. But for 
travelers who stay for a while to 
take a nap, for instance, they 
should get a discount. I think the 
term 'short time' should be 
eliminated."

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Ag Transfer Said Useful

The sophisticated agricultural 


technology of the United States can be 
usefully transferred to the manual- 
labor-oriented agricultural methods of 
underdeveloped countries, said a 
Malaysian Embassy official Tuesday. 


Speaking at the University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln, the official, iden- 
tified as "Mr. Chong," said it is "balder- 
dash" to suggest that American 
agricultural technology could not be 
transferred to a nation that has large 
numbers of laborers in agriculture, but 
little capital to invest 


Jorge Penze Ponce, a speaker from 


Washington, D.C., also spoke at the dis- 
cussion on education and international 
agriculture at UNL 


He asked: "Can we enhance the digni- 


ty of labor intensive (manual labor) 
agriculture with technology achieved 
under research based on a capital inten- 
sive (mechanized) agriculture?" 


Chong noted that it is most difficult 


for a man who must walk or dig to think 
of his condition in terms of dignity,. 


Chong then went on to suggest that 


universities involved in international 
programs involving agriculture needed 
to teach a broadly-based course he 
called "starvation agriculture, or some 
such term that will bring home the real 
nature of the problem." 


Chong called for the "increased twin- 


ning of U.S. and underdeveloped nation 
colleges with exchanges of students and 
faculty on a very broad base" as a 
method of aiding Asian, African and 
South American nations to increase 
food production. 


•Several speakers involved in the 


general discussion expressed concern 
over the gaps between various 
departments within universities, which 
one woman professor described as 
"wide enough to discourage Evel 
Kneivel from attempting to jump 
them.'1 


The problem of communicating with 


the public via the news media also came 
under discussion when Dr. .Walter F. 
Wedin of Iowa State University dis- 
cussed claims that an Iowa farmer had 
produced unbelievable amounts of 
alfalfa on 'a single acre. 


That kind of story about food produc- 


tion is "right out of science fiction. 
Even if it might be biolotically possible, 
it certainly is economically impossible," 
he said. 


Chong suggested a more realistic ap- 


proach than some magical crop increase 
stories might be studies on how to recy- 
cle human waste into fertilizer. 


Dr. V.M.G. Nair of India noted that 


sotrage of grain and transportation of 
grain was at least as big a problem as 
transportation of food to hungry people. 
"Much grain that should be consumed 
by humans is actually eaten by 
rodents," he said. 


The group also suggested that ways 


must be found to encourage more 
American educators and experts to take 
part in the programs of overseas univer- 
sities and ways must be found to use 
these people and their newly acquired 
skills and experiences in the American 
universities when they return. 


One speaker noted it usually costs a 


professor his place in the "university 
pecking order" if he takes an overseas 
assignment. 


Ingredients For 'Depression' Seen

a "world-wide depression" now

"We haven't been doing much 


of an educational job beyond our 
own campuses in the inter- 
national area," said Blase,

agricultural economics associate 
director. 


Two-Day Conference 


He addressed a two-day con- 


ference on "International 
Education-for the 21st Century: 
A Midwestern Perspective." 
sponsored by the American 
Council on Education and the 
University of Nebraska Institute 


for International Studies. 


"As an economist, I recognize 


a number of items on the world 
scene that suggest anything but a 
comforting situation," Blase 
said, for which no one has an 
appli cable economic-theory for 
control. 


Blase said current policies are 


''inadequate" to 
curb 


"stagflation," a word coined to 
describe a combination of infla- 
tion and a stagnant economy. 


If those policies are continued, 


he said, "one year from now, 
there will be significant numbers 
of unemployed, with really little 
impact on inflation." 


'Political Clamoring' 


If that occurs, Blase predicted 


a "political clamoring" for 
protectionism and growing 
isolationism, and "I suspect a 
large amount of that is going to 
come from the Midwest." 


That clamoring will fuel a 


downward economic spiral.

schools in other states. 


'Intellectual Island' 


" He also said universities 
should share the international 
expertise available on each cam- 
pus to remove foreign students 
from an "intellectual inter- 
national island" and get them 
into public schools, civic groups 
and adult education classes. 
Placing them in community 
homes for a weekend could also 
increase international awareness 
in the Midwest, he said. 


Blase also recommended: 
—Setting up a board of ad- 


visers from key positions in 
business, industry, politics and 
education to serve as a "soun- 
ding board" on 'international 
issues. 


—Holding conferences on the

Equally at home in 
elegant Victorian drawing rooms 
and raucous frontier saloons, it 
was a indispensable as it was 
commonplace. 


Then, just as it was realizing 


great expectorations, social 
fashions changed. The chewing 
public abandoned the vulgar 
chaw for the chic cigarette. Thus 
long ago was the cuspidor 
(otherwise known as the spittoon 
or goboon) rendered utterly 
useless. 


Of course, that's why Bill 


Rosencrans finds it so priceless. 


Heating Duct Adorned 


Two dozen spittoons of all 


descriptions adorn .a heating 
duct overlooking the merchan- 
dise in Rosencrans' general 
store. Also on display are an old 
telephone, an ornate shoeshine 
chair, a coffee grinder, an an- 
tique cash register, several 
kerosene lanterns, and an assort- 
ment of chamber pots, bottles 
and telephone pole insulators. 


While he treasures antiquity, 


Rosencrans doesn't live in the 
past. That much is apparent as 
he hand-slices a pound of slab 
bacon for a customer, then totals 
the bill on an electronic pocket 
calculator. 


Certainly Rosencrans doesn't 


romanticize spittoons. "For 
some people who used to have to 
clean them, they leave horrible 
memories," he says. 


Fascination 


His motive is simply the 


antique-hunter's fascination 
with anything that's growing 
scarce. Excepting barroom, 
scenes in horse epics, he 
explains, "you don't see 'em 
much any more." 


Hardly anyone chews these 


days, Rosencrans observes, ad- 
ding that his own store hasn't 
sold plug tobacco for a year — 
although its "Old Kentucky" 
plug cutter is still proudly dis- 
played. The grocer notes that 
even baseball players seem to 
have switched to bubble gum, 
securing once and for all the 


cuspidor's status as a relic of a 
bygone era. 


Most of Rosencrans' spittoons 


are brass. But there are enough 
shapes, colors and materials to 
suggest a variety of uses. Rosen- 
crans associates the big bell 
cuspidors with saloons, for 
example, and has a tiny spittoon 
he says was used in the armrest 
of a stagecoach. 


Others, discreetly concealed in 


nondescript outer containers, 
bespeak more genteel surroun- 
dings. "A lot of 'em had china 
ones they kept in their parlors," 
Rosencrans says. 


Where To Find Them 


Where does a would-be collec- 


tor find spittoons? Old hotels, 
basements of federal buildings, 
train depots and. farm auctions 
are good places, he says. 


And when word gets around 


you're collecting, people keep an 
eye out for you. Rosencrans was 
given one of his better 
specimens by a bank president 
who knew he was collecting 
them. An Omaha friend who 
runs a junkyard keeps constant 
watch. 


Once there were nearly 30 spit- 


toons in the collection. But 
Rosencrans, who also collects 
wooden iceboxes and other 
anachronisms, 
occasionally 


trades a spittoon for something 
else that catches his eye. 
Twenty-four remain, all genuine. 


The going price for spittoons 


in antique shops is between $7.50 
and $15, Rosencrans says, and 
the bell cuspidors might bring 
$40 or more. "But I'm not 
anxious to sell 'em," he adds 
hastily.

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Monthly Finance 
Charges Explained 


By LEONARD M. GROUPE 
Dear Mr. Groupe: How do 


stores figure finance charges on 
their revolving accounts? I've 
tried to read some of the 
explanations, but I end up more 
confused than ever I don't un- 
derstand how I'm being charged 
and I'd like to. - Mrs. B.C. 


Dear Mrs. C.: Welcome, 


sister. I've been keenly in- 
terested in this ever since the 
time, years ago, when I bought 
something and had to return it. 
Somehow, by the time the credit 
showed up on the statement, I 
owed a balance in the amount of 
the finance charge! 


Fights over how that "small 


monthly charge," usually 1%%, 
should be figured have been 
raging for years. 


The issue had been in and out 


of courts all over the country, 
and now the fight appears to be 
over. Consumers lost in court, 
but there has been a surprise en- 
ding. 


3 Methods 


The finance charge is figured 


on the "balance," of course, but 
there are at least 3 different 
methods of figuring the balance 
on which that P/z% is to be 
charged. 


— The "adjusted balance" 


method bases the finance charge 
on last month's ending balance 
less any payments or credits. 
This is the best for the con- 
sumer. It's not used very often. 


—' The "previous balance" 


method is the one that caused all 
the lawsuits. Virtually every 
store once used this method, 
which is apparently legal but is 
somewhat of a rip-off. Here, the 
finance charge is based on last 
month's balance without deduc- 
ting the payments or credits 
during the month if the account 
is not paid ii> full. 


— The "average daily 


balanc'e" method will probably 
be the new standard. Each day's 
balance is figured by taking the 
previous day's balance and sub- 
tracting today's payments and 
credits. These balances are 
averaged out for the month and 
the finance charge is based on 
that average. This is the method 
that seems fairest to both the 
store and the consumer. 


Previous-Balance Method 
The previous-balance method 


had been under attack for years. 
Consumer groups have been 
yelling that by basing this 
month's finance charge on last 
month's balance without taking 


this month's payments or credits 
into account, stores collect much 


, more in finance charges than 


they would be under the 
average-daily-balance or 
adjusted-balance methods. The 
stores have never denied this. 


Here's how the previous- 


balance method works. Suppose 
last month's balance is $100 and 
the consumer makes a $99 pay- 
ment 4 days after receiving the 
bill. Next month, he'd still be 
charged lVz% even though he'd 
owe only $1. The statement 
would be for that $100 "previous 
balance, plus the $1.50 finance 
charge, less the $99 payment, 
leaving a balance of $2.50. If the 
average daily balance were used, 
the finance charge would be 21 
cents! 


Lawsuits were filed all over 


the country charging that the 
previous-balance method was il- 
legal. Sears, Roebuck & Co. and 
Montgomery Ward & Co. were 
usually the principal defendants 
in these suits. In almost every 
case, however,, the stores won 
out. There doesn't seem to be 
any question about it any more. 
In just about every state but 
Wisconsin, the previous-balance 
method has been declared to be 
legal by the courts or the 
legislatures. 


Creditors Switched 


But in spite of their almost 


complete victories in the courts 
and in the legislatures, creditors 
in droves, led by Sears (in 
September, 1972), gave up the 
previous-balance method and 
switched to the average-daily- 
balance method as a result of 
consumer protest. 


Sears not only took the lead, 


but its current revolving charge 
agreement is an excellent exam- 
ple of how it can be spelled out 
in plain and understandable 
English what the average-daily- 
balance method is and exactly 
how the finance charge is 
applied, what is included and 
what is not. 


Ward's on the other hand, 


seems to be in the minority and 
still uses the previous-balance 
method. 


It didn't make any difference 


last year and before if you knew 
which method was being used, 
because just about everybody 
used the previous-balance 
method. It makes a difference 
now — ttat is, if the amount of 
the finance charges you must 
pay makes any difference to you.

Be if enacted by the people of

terest in an Omaha WFL team. 


"I would have to think that 


probably they (the Grand Island 
group) have run into some dif- 
ficulties," Rosenblatt siid. 


The councilman said he thinks 


the "credibility of the league at 
this point has probably put a 
negative feeling" in the minds of 
those people that might have 
been talking and thinking about 
investing in an Omaha franshise. 


About two weeks ago, two of 


the original WFL franshises, 
Detroit and Jacksonville, Fla., 
canceled their remaining sched- 
uled games. Two other original 
franchise cities, New York and 
Houston, have moved to new 
homes. 


Roseblatt also said the cur- 


rent economic conditions are not 
helping matters at all.' 


Although Rosenblatt admits 


that the credibility of the new 
league has been challenged by 
the events of the past few weeks, 
he is optimistic about the 
league's future. 


"I'm not so sure that league 


started a little premature, and 
did some things, that if they look 
back on, wouldn't have done. 
But, they were in a hurry to get 
started," Rosenblatt said. 


Rosenblatt added, "I think 


there are an awful lot of football 
fans across this country that are 
still hungry for football, and 
there's an awful lot of good foot- 
ball players available to play. 


"With the injection of some of 


the outstanding players in the 
N a t i o n a l Football League 
(NFL) 
into that league (the 


WFL) next year, they're (the in- 
coming NFL players) going to 
be tremendous drawing cards 
as individuals and as teams," 
Rosenblatt said.
